Responsive to the Notice of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief mailed June 6, 2007, 
Applicant provides the following remarks. 
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Response to Non-Compliant Appeal Brief 

REMARKS 

The Notification of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief (NNAB) asserts that Applicant's 
Appeal Brief is deficient because in Section V, Summary of the Claimed Subject Matter: the 
brief does not identify independent claims 1, 8 and 15 and show which page and line numbers or 
paragraph numbers of the specification and drawing, if any, they are being mapped to in the brief, 
(NNAB, Box 10). 

Applicant is unaware of any legal authority that requires that an appeal brief provide a 
direct mapping of each independent claim recital to line numbers of the specification or 
drawings. The NNAB cited legal authority is 37 CFR 41.37(c)(l)(v) that states the brief shall 
contain: 

A concise explanation of the subject matter defined in each of the independent claims 
involved in the appeal, which shall refer to the specification by page and line number, and 
to the drawing, if any, by reference characters. For each independent claim involved in 
the appeal and for each dependent claim argued separately under the provisions of 
paragraph (c)(l)(vii) of this section every means plus function and step plus function 
as permitted by 35 U.S.C. 1 12 six paragraph, must be identified and the structure, 
material or acts described in the specification as corresponding to each claimed function 
must be set forth with reference to the specification by page and line number and to the 
drawing, if any, by reference characters. (37 CFR 41.37(c)(l)(v) emphasis added). 

Applicant notes that 37 CFR 41 .37(c)(l)(v) requires that for every means plus function 
and step plus function, the structure material or acts must be identified. Applicant's independent 
claims 1, 8 and 15 do not contain any means plus function or step function recitals. Applicant's 
Appeal Briefs summary of claimed subject matter refers to the specification properly by page 
and line numbers and to the drawings by figure and element numbers as required by the Rule 
41.37. For example, the first sentence of Section V of the Appeal Brief, lists the drawing 
element numbers and a footnote identifies the figure number and relevant specification page and 
line numbers, (Appeal Brief, Page 2, Lines 10-11).
